ATHENS, Nov. 15 (AP).-— De- 
struction of two Italian divisions, 
presumably totaling about 30,000 
men, was claimed by the. Athens 
radio today and advices from the 
Albanian frontier credited Greece’s 
armed forces with continued sweep- 
ing successes in all sectors. 

Previous reports had mentioned 
the destruction of only one division 
but the radio said a second was 
destroyed while seeking to aid the 
first. 

The Greek army has taken the 
initiative along the_entire 100-mile 
battlefront from the Ionian Sea to 
the Yugoslav border and is driving 
the Italians back everywhere, the 
radio asserted. In the coastal re- 
gion the Greeks were said to. have 
thrown the invaders back to the 
Albanian border, forcing a retreat

Many Prisoners Taken. 


The radio credited the Greeks 
with taking “thousands” of pris- 
oners after having “beaten and

Coventry’s famous brownstone 
cathedral, St. Michael’s, is a smok- 
ing wreck. Only its big main 
spire, 303 feet high, remains stand- 
ing. All the rest of the medieval 
structure, started in 1373 and com- 
pleted in 1450, lies in a tangle of 
broken stone and crumpled debris. 

In a trip tonight into the still

Dog Meat Put ‘on German Menus 
Along With Fox, Bear and Beaver 


By PRESTON GROVER 
BERLIN, Nov. 15 (AP).—A new 
law, effective Jan. 1, has legalized 
the meat of dogs, foxes, bears and 


beavers for human consumption, 
but observers doubted today that 
the measure would greatly augment 
the Reich’s food supply. 

The law subjects these meats to 
the same rigid health inspection as 
beef and. pork. 

It indicates ‘hat such meats have 
been on German menus, probably in 
larger amounts recently as people 
find that the weekly pound meat 
allowance is not sufficient. 

Most observers here surmise, 
however, that the second war win- 
ter, hard as it may be, will. be less 
severe in Germany than in almost 
any other country in continental 
Europe. w - 

Even such. a domestic animal as 
the horse is far from a common 
dish in the Reich. If there is more 
than one horse restaurant in Ber- 
lin it is not well known. 

Ne observers suspect that 
the hardest hit of any European 


people will be the French, whose 


Northern food provinces were 
largely depopulated by the war dur- 
ing much of the growing season.

Witness Sees Planes Picked Out 
By Lights, Shot Down Over Berlin 


Low-Flying British Airmen Fall Victims to 
Intense Anti-Aircraft Fire and 
Massed Searchlights.

« BERLIN, Nov. 15.—Eleven times 
last night I saw British bombers 
caught in the blue-white glare of 
massed searchlights over Berlin 
and its suburbs. Two of those that 
could be seen appeared to have 
been crippled, as we watched, and 
headed for the ground, and Ger- 
man communiques today said that 
six in all were destroyed. 

Each time the searching fingers 
picked out the raiders, the fire of 
literally dozens of guns was con- 
centrated on them. Sometimes the 
planes were low enough for ma- 
chine guns and then the chains of 
tracers, some blood-red and others 
yellow-white, stretched out toward 
their targets in the sky. Parachute 
flares added their weird glow to 
the scene. 

One or two of the planes twisted 
and turned in the torturing beams 
but most appeared to make no at- 
tempt to escape. Some were very 
high, little more than luminous 
specks at the peaks of slowly chang- 
ing pyramids of light. Some were 
low enough to be plainly distin- 
guished. 


The 


Bright Moonlight. 

It was bright moonlight and 
early in the evening when the si- 
rens screamed their warnings. Al- 
most immediately and far to the 
west, the firing began—lightning- 
like flashes on the ground and tiny, 
bursting stars high in the air. Mo- 
ments later, the lights leaped up 
and crossed the first of the raid- 
ers. More guns over the whole 
area thundered into action. Some- 
times the black puffs of smoke 
could be seen in the rays. And 
all around the plane were the 
sparkling bursts of the shells. 

On and on it came, passing al- 
most directly overhead, making its 


slow way far to the southeast and 
then, apparently, turning back over 
the city. It seemed to be lower 
now and the tracers were probing 
after it. Then it gave a_ long, 
swinging glide around to the south 
and a moment after it was lost be- 
hind the buildings, there came a 
great red flash. Later, from the 
roofs a fire could be seen in that 
direction. 

The second was high and far to 
the north and could be seen only 
briefly. 

Rooftops Lighted. 


Almost immediately the lights 
picked up a raider, a little to the 
east. Twice, long tails of flames 
picked out, behind it and before it, 
the rooftops. 

Three more times, in a little more 
than an hour from the time the 
sirens sounded, other planes could 
be seen. After that they attempted 
to come less frequently. Individual 
planes, perhaps, were spotted on 
more than one flight over the city, 
for the communique says today 
that only 12 planes in all had 
reached Berlin. 

I saw one burst far to the east 
and followed it for more than 10 
minutes as it made a sweeping arc 
to the north and west around half 
the horizon before it disappeared. 

During much of the time the fire 
from the anti-aircraft guns was the 
heaviest Berlin has experienced. 
Splinters of shells rained down on 
the roofs and courts, sounding 
somewhat as icicles in a spring 
thaw, but more metallic. The com- 
munique said they had done some 
damage to dwellings and other 
buildings. The slender pole that 
held our radio aerial, 20 feet above 
our apartment roof, was sheered off 
early in the evening and bits of 
glass were knocked out of our porch 
roof. 


as two other places in Northern 
Germany, a few bombs were 
dropped, the high command re 
ported. 


Amsterdam in the German-occu- 
pied Netherlands, reported its long- 
est air-raid alarm in weeks during 
the early morning and an almost 
constant anti-aircraft fire from 
German defenses harassed the raid- 
ers.

“State Draft Officials in City 


Legion Commanders 


to Plan Program for 


Initial Quota, Just Before They 
Leave for Camp. 


Plans for a general ceremonial 
gathering in honor of the initial 
draft quota of men from St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, just before 
they are sent to Jefferson Barracks 
for induction into the army late this 
month, will be made by the Com- 
manders’ Conference of the Ameri- 
can Legion tonight, as a result of 
a recommendation by local draft 
officials last night. 

The first city and county resi- 
dents to go under the draft—all ex- 
pected to be volunteers—will be in- 
ducted at Jefferson Barracks Nov.’ 
27 and 28. The ceremony probably 
will be the night of Nov. 26 or 
early the next morning. Some or 
all of the 39 draft districts in the 
city and county may also have 
small-scale observances as the men 
report. 

Most, if not all, of the 145 to be 
drawn from the city and county 
will be sent to Union Station for 
the half-hour trip to the Barracks’ 
induction station on a Missouri Pa- 
cific train leaving at 8:15 a. m. They 
will have to report earlier in the 
morning to their district boards, 
hence breakfast will be provided at 
the barracks for those desiring it. 
To Go to Fort Leavenworth. 
From this induction station, 
where the men will remain not more 
than 24 hours, they will be sent to 
a reception center at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan. A Seventh Corps Area 
spokesman said that center would 
serve all Missouri drafted men un- 
til accommodations were exhausted. 
The stay at the reception center 
will be only a few days, after which 
the men will be scattered about 
the country, depending on their ap- 
titudes and the army’s needs. 

About 250 members of local draft 
boards, and of legal advisory boards 
and Government appeal agents and 
clerks met at Municipal Auditor- 
ium last night with State Selective 
Service Director Claude C. Earp, 
Assistant Director John G. Christy 
and their aids. 

It was evident confusion in ad- 
ministration of local districts had 
been largely ironed out since the 
boards were formed less than a 
month ago, but there were many 
questions on practical application 
of the regulations, especially as to 
iproper classification of men as to 
availability. The State officials 
emphasized repeatedly that the lo- 
cal boards were vested with wide 
discretion and were “all powerful” 
in deciding classification. Appeals 
may be taken from their rulings to 
appeal boards, yet to be appointed, 
and thence to the President. 

Summary of Questions. 

Answers to questions of general 
interest, summarized, were as fol- 
lows: 

Volunteers for immediate train- 
ing may change their minds and 
withdraw up to the moment of tak- 
ing the oath at the induction sta- 
tion. Volunteers may be sent only 
up to the limit of a district’s quota 
and must be drawn in order of their

The 
appeal agents, who represent regis- 
trants as well as the Government, 
were told they must act if they 
felt boards were classing for mili- 
tary service men who were moral- 
ly, mentally or physically unfit. 

At the same time, about 100 dis- 
trict examining physicians and 
members of district medical advis- 
ory boards met at the St. Louis 
Medical Society Building with Dr. 
William L. Gist, Lieutenant Colonel 
heading the State draft medical de- 
partment, and Dr. Robert Mueller, 
Missouri chairman of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association’s Medical 
Preparedness Committee.

James J. Fitzsimmons Likely 
to Have Double Duties for 
37-Day Period. 


Sheriff James J. Fitzsimmons, 
who will resign Nov. 24 and become 
Coroner the following day, by vir- 
tue of his election Nov. 5, will col- 
lect salary if he can, both as Coro- 
ner and Sheriff for the 37-day pe- 
riod until Jan. 1, when Sheriff-elect 
Thomas H. Quinn will take office. 

Under the law Fitzsimmons must 


qualify as Coroner within 20 days 
after election. However, the stat- 
utes apparently fail to provide for 
filling a vatancy in the Sheriff's 
office between a general election 
and the following Jan.1. The Coro- 
ner is authorized by law to perform 
the duties of Sheriff during a va- 
cancy in that office. 

Fitzsimmons told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that, as Coroner, he 
would continue his duties as Sher- 
iff in event of a vacancy and that 
he would not turn down pay for 
both offices if it is determined he 
is entitled to such pay. The Sher- 
iff’s salary is $10,000 a year, or 
about $1000 for the period of pros- 
pective vacancy in the office; the 
Coroner’s salary is $4000.

M: Rowlands, assistant regional 
director of the Surplus Marketing 
Administration, said today. 
Arrangements were completed 
wt: the signing of an agreement 
with the St. Louis Clea: ing House 
Association, yesterday under which 
banks agreed to handle the stamps 
without a service charge. Row- 
lands declared he expected the 
recommendation to be acted upon 
avorably without delay, a-d said 
the system should be i operation 
here. by Dec. 15. 
The recommendation will be act- 
ed upon in Washington Monday, 
and if approved as expected, repre- 
sentatives of the Surplus Market- 


ing Administration will come to St. 
Louis Tuesday to organize the of- 
fice and set up the plan. 


Administrative headquarters will 
be established at Civil Courts 
Puilding in quarters provided by 
the city. The State Social Security 
Commission will provide a director 
and ap>l- for a WPA grant for 


{clerical assistants. The city, which 


has apprepriated $15,000 ‘or admin- 
istrative expenses, in addition to 
establishing a $200,000 revolving 
fund for the plan, has agreed to 
set up and maintain three stamp 
distribution centers. 


About 37,000 St. Louis families 
receiving public assistance will be 
eligible for assistance under the 
plan. Rowlands said he expected 
about 80 per cent, or 29,600 fami- 
lies, would make use of the stamps. 
Under the plan, the familiesewill 
receive, in addition to regular relief 
allotments, food stamps to the 
value of 50 cents per week per per- 
son for the purchase of surplus 
commodities. 


He estimated that $450,000 in sur- 
plus foods would be distributed 
each month under the plan. The 
St. Louis Social Security office will 
furnish lists of those eligible to use 
the stamps.

GROCER GETS 2-YEAR TERM 


Pleaded Guilty to Charges of Pos- 
sessing Stolen Goods. 


Anthony Guccione, owner of..a 
grocery at 1415 North Seventh 
street, was sentenced to two years 
in a Federal prison by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
today when he pleaded guilty to a 
charge of possessing groceries 
valued at $2000, stolen from an in- 
terstate shipment last May. 

His wife, mother of a 12-year-old 
son by a former marriage, was 
sentenced to a year and a day on 
her plea of guilty but was placed 
on probation for two years by the 
Court. Guccione said his wife 
helped him unload the merchandise 
but did not know it was stolen.

TWO U.S, CITIZENS GET 
PRISON TERMS IN ITALY 


Seven Years for Man, Six for 
Woman Convicted Under 
Roreign Exchange Laws, 


ROME, Nov. 15 (AP).—George 
Ehret of New York and Miss Grace 
Gunther, another American citi- 
zen, were convicted yesterday of 
violating Italy’s foreign exchange 
laws and were sentenced to seven 
and six years’ imprisonment, re- 
spectively. Ehret also was fined 
300,000 lire (about $15,000), and 
Miss Gunther was ordered to pay 
a fine of 50,000 lire (about $2500). 

The judges of the special tri- 
bunal reached their decision after 
two hours’ deliberation. The prose- 
cution had produced evidence in- 


|}tended to show that Ehret and 


Miss Gunther collected large sums 
in dollars from individual Ameri- 
cans and sold them for lire at rates 
higher than the official exchange. 
The prosecution had asked for a 
nine-year sentence for Ehret and 
eight years for Miss Gunther as 
well as the fines. Their counsel, 
in a three-hour plea, argued they 
were not familiar with the ex- 
change laws. 

Ehret, son of a New York brew- 
ing family, was brought into court 
chained to two other prisoners. 
Miss Gunther was allowed to enter 
the courtroom unfettered.

Coventry has been a city of 
pageantry since Lady Godiva rode 
through its streets. 
St. Michael’s Cathedral has been 
considered one of the finest ex- 
amples of the perpendicular style 
of architecture in England. Its 
steeple and those of Holy Trinity 
and Christ Church formed a strik- 
ing group that caused Coventry 
to be called “The City of Three 
Spires.”

A decision of the Demdcratic 
State Committee on the question 
of whether to contest the election 
of Forrest C. Donnell as Governor 
probably will not be reached for 
several weeks and possibly until 
shortly before the Legislature con- 
venes Jan. 5. Chairman C. M. 
Hulen of the committee and other 
party leaders are studying the of- 
ficial tabulation in St. Louis Coun- 
ty to determine whether there is 
reasonable basis for a contest. 

Completion of the official tabu- 
lation of St. ouis County returns 
this afternoon, making the returns 
official for the entire State, gave 
Donnell a net gain of 15 votes from 
the unofficial tabulation. Law- 
rence McDaniel lost fixe votes and 
Donnell gained 10. 

The official tabulation showed 

Donnell carried the county by 33,- 
271, receiving 75,709 votes and Mc- 
Daniel 42,438. 
.. With this slight change, Donnell’s 
total State vot was 911,408 and 
McDaniel’s 907,904. Thus Donnell 
was shown on the official tabula- 
tion by boards of election commis- 
sioners and county officials to have 
carried the State by a plurality of 
3504, 


Difference of Opinion. 

The more conservative of the 
Democratic leaders insist there will 
be no contest merely because the 
Democrats control the Legislature 
and can arbitrarily give the office 
to Lawrence McDaniel. On the 
‘other hand, there are influential 
party men who, loath to surrender 
the immense patronage of the gov- 
ernorship to the Republicans, fa- 
vor taking advantage of the power 
the party has and arbitrarily throw- 
ing out the vote of a few precincts 
where there have been technical ir- 


regularities although, so far, no 
showing of fraud. 
The so-called irregularities ob- 


served by Democratic watchers of 
the county tabulation consist of the 
failure of one or more precinct 
election officials in about a half 
dozen precincts to sign the poll 
books, and a similar failure in a 


made at the time of the count. The 
Board of Election Commissioners 
has called in these election offi- 


icials and they have corrected the 


errors. 
In addition to this, the 
cratic organization has _ received 
reports that in some _ instances 
judges and clerks had counted for 
Donnell ballots on which a line had 
been run through McDaniel’s name 
but no cross placed in the square 
at Donnell’s name. There is also 
discussion of possible violation of 
the Corrupt Practices Act in the 
amount of Republican campaign 
expenditures. 

While it is not improbable that 
there are some _ election frauds, 
possibly by both Republican and 
Democrats, there has not yet been 
produced any evidence of fraud. 


Possible Reaction.

If a contest is decided on, the 
procedure to be adopted by the 
Legislature to try it will be of im- 
portance.

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NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 15 (AP). 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
said today John L. Lewis would 
continue to control the CIO wheth- 
er or not he carried out his pre- 
election threat to resign the chair- 


manship. 


Green, here for the AFL annual 
convention next week, told report- 
ers “Lewis’ resignation from the 
CIO would mean nothing. He would 
sacrifice no money for there is no 
salary as chairman of the CIO. 
Lewis gets his pay from the United 
Mine Workers, most powerful unit 


in the CIO.” 


Green said that if Lewis re- 
signed as CIO chairman he still 
would be leader of the Mine Work- 
ers, which provides most of the 
funds for the CIO, and added that 
Lewis would be in a position to tell 
the CIO that “unless you do as I 
want you to, I will withdraw fi- 


mancial support.” 


Green declined direct comment 
on proposals for peace between his 
organization and the CIO but de- 
clared that such discord in the lat- 
ter “is concrete evidence of dis- 


gatisfaction of CIO leadership.” 


Green approved the appointment 
ef Harry A. Millis, Chicago econ- 
omist, to the National Labor Re- 


‘Jations Board. 


Green said Millis, whose appoint- 


ment to the NLRB was predicted 


yesterday in Washington, had al- 


ways been “held in high regard 
by us since he served so excellent- 
ly and satisfactorily on the old 
labor board under the NRA.” 

One purpose of his visit to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt Wednesday, Green 
said, was to “vigorously oppose 
reappointment of J. Warren Mad- 
den, whose NLRB term expired 
last August. Green said he made 
no recommendations for the post. 

“T consider the convention here,” 
Green said, “the most far-reaching 
in AFL history for these reasons: 

“We have an all-time high in 
membership; the critical interna- 
tional situation; and the part labor 
will be called upon to play in the 
mational defense program.” 


SIKORSKY SAYS WORLD HASN'T

BOSTON, Nov. 15 (AP). — Igor 
Sikorsky, authority on aviation, 
said last night there was no cause 
for “panic” in the prospect of an 
aerial bombardment of this nation 
despite “amazing developments in 
aeronautics.” 

“There is no substantial number 
ef aircraft available anywhere in 


United States from across the 
ocean,” he said in an address be- 
fore Connecticut delegates’ to the 
New England Conference. 
Development of 100-ton and 100- 
passenger trans-oceanic flying boats 
“in the near future” and three and 
four day round-trip cruises from 
New England to the North Pole or 
the Amazon River jungle “before 
1950” were prophesied by Sikorsky.

” Released From Mediterranean — Single 
Armed Liner Convoying 38 Vessels Is 
- Sign of English Naval Need.

HERE is considerable significance in the disclosure of the fact 


that a British convoy of 38 ships was being escorted by only a 
single armed merchant cruiser when it was attacked Nov. 5 in 


mid-Atlantic by a German raider. 


The very heavy strain imposed 


on the British Navy by the necessities of the present situation could 
hardly be more graphically illustrated than by the provision of such 
an inadequate escort for so valuable a convoy. 


First of all, it is necessary for 
“Britain to keep the northern ports 
of Europe blockaded. This is not 


done, as in the days of Nelson, with | 


blockading forces operating directly 
off each port. It is probably being 
accomplished much as it was in the 
World War, by a laboring patrol 
line covering the stormy seas be- 
tween Scotland and Iceland, with 
the advantage today of a midway 
station in the Faeroe Islands. Ac- 
cess to the Channel ports of 
France and to the Low Countries 
by way of the English Channel can 
be controlled by British small craft 
and planes. The Atlantic coast of 
France is more difficult to watch— 
which is probably why the Germans 
.are now establishing their main 
submarine base at Lorient. 
% The demands of convoy come 
next in order, and to what expedi- 
ents the British are being put to 
meet them is already clear. In the 
World War, convoy in the North 
Atlantic was necessary only within 
the radius of action of subma- 
rines working out of German or 
Belgian ports. Now that radius of 
action is greatly extended. More- 
over, the armed surface raider ex- 
tends the danger space still farther, 
while the use of aircraft by the 
Germans requires a different sort 
of convoy and greatly complicates 
the work of protecting shipping. 


Effect of Taranto Raid. 


It should be noted that the more 
Germans acquire, the 
more difficult becomes the British 
task. Each new base extends the 
German potential operating area 
and increases the length of the 
routes over which escort must be 
provided. Thus, should the Ger- 
mans get the use of Spanish ports, 
the effect would be felt by British 
shipping all the way down to the 
bulge of Africa. 

In the Mediterranean the British 
may have relieved the pressure 
very considerably if the damage to 
the Italian fleet in the harbor of 
Taranto turns out to be as great as 
indicated by first reports. It will be 
recalled that when the Greek war 
began, I suggested that the Italians 
might have made a fatal mistake 
by advancing British air and naval 
bases so close to their own vital 
centers, Taranto in particular. The 
tactical lessons to be drawn from 
this British raid will be reserved 
for tater discussion when more de- 
tails are available. But it does 
seem very likely that British capi- 
tal ships, though not any cruisers 
and small craft, may now be re- 
leased for other theaters of opera- 
tion. 

There are 16 British capital units 
now in service. ‘Three more are 
approaching completion. Three at 


each end of the Mediterranean/ 


should now be ample to contain the 
Italians. The five fast ships (three 
battle cruisers and the two new 
ones of the King George V class) 
can be used for chasing surface 
raiders in the Atlantic and keeping 
a@ general eye on the Germans. This 
would still permit five ships to be 
detached to Singapore. With such 
British support, a policy of Anglo- 
American economic and naval pres- 
sure on Japan seems to offer the 
brightest of hopes for a cleanup of 
the Far Eastern situation, and the 
consequent release of the resources 
of Australia, Malaya and India for 
the unreserved support of the Brit- 
ish in the Middle East. 
May Rally French in Africa. 
But the Mediterranean will still 
demand swarms of small craft for 
maintaining the blockade of Italy, 
for attacking the line of communi- 
cations of the Italian Army in 
Africa, as well as that in Albania, 
and for keeping an eye on the 
French navy, whose future status is 
still so uncertain, One point, how- 
ever, must not »e minimized, and 
that is the possible moral effect on 
the French in North Africa of this 
disabling of the main units of the 
Italian fleet. If ever there is to be 


a good opportunity for the flag of| 


free France to be raised in Tunis, 
in Algiers and in Fez, this would 
seem the moment. 

To return to British naval needs, 
the demand in the North Atlantic, 
for patrol and convoy; in the Chan- 
nel, and in the Mediterranean, is 
still for small craft and more small 
craft. There must e a backing of 
heavier ships. These the British 
have, though they could use more 
cruisers; but they need destroyers, 
minesweepers, minelayers, escort 
vessels, submarine chasers, above 
all the little ships that do the hard, 
every-day work of naval warfare. 
The more they can reduce Italian 
fighting potential, the more they 
can spare for other theaters. But 
they will not clean up the Medit- 
terranean short of knocking Italy 
out of the war, for the Iialians still 
have their 118 submarines, or most 
of them, which must be taken into 
account, as well as strong flotillas 
of destroyers and torpedo boats. 

There remains also the difficult 
problem of the Atlantic coast of 
France, where the Germal 3: are op- 
erating not only submarines and 
aircraft, but destroyers. If German 
surface raiders continue their dep- 
redations, as they probably will, 
there will be an increased demand 
for ships to run them down, and it 
will be remembered how many and 
far-flung were the British ships 
which searched a year ago for the 
Deutschland (now the Luetzow) 
and the ill-fated Graf Spee.

British Aid Underestimated. 

Besides underestimating the fight- 
ing qualities of the Greeks, every- 
thing indicates that Rome likewise 
underestimated the promptness and 
extent of British assistance by sea 
and air. British and Greek planes 
have inflicted unexpected punish- 
ment oh Italian bombers, while the 
British bombing of Albanian and 
Italian ports has been maintained 
at a severe tempo which Rome cer- 
tainly did not bargain for. 

This explains, at least in part, the 
futility of Italian raids from the 
viewpoint of damage to military 
objectives. To’ date they have ac- 
complished almost nothing at a 
very high cost. Time has also been 
gained for the British to establish 
themselves in Greek air bases and 
to strengthen their forces, as well

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Willkie’s Role in Public Life Will Depend 
Not on Campaign or the ‘22 Millions’ but 
Upon What He Can Contribute to Grave 
Issues Which Confront Nation. 


kie was concerned with a ques- 

tion to which as yet no one 
has ever found a really satisfactory 
answer. It is how under our polit- 
ical arrangements an ex-President 
or an ex-candidate for President 
is to play an effective part in pub- 
lic life. For one of the greatest 
defects of our political system, 
perhaps its greatest weakness as 
compared with the parliamentary 
system, is that there is no recog- 
nized and responsible and useful 
role provided for men who, as 
President, have acquired invaluable 
experience in high office or, as can- 
didates, have earned the intense 
loyalty of an important part of the 
electorate. 


Under the parliamentary system 
men like ex-President Hoover, men 
like Al Smith and Wendell Willkie, 
continue to take a normal part in 
the daily task of governing the 
country. For they remain members 
of the legislature and they have a 
recognized place in the councils and 
the ac’. of their party. Thus their 
experience counts, and, what is no 
less important, they themselves con- 
tinue to grow in experience by mak- 
ing responsible and practical de- 
cisions on the real issues of their 
tin.e. But under our system they 
become out:iders — having neither 
office, nor continued and first-hand 
access to the affairs of government, 
nor even a definite and responsible 
relationship to the elected repre- 
sentatives from their own party. 

This is a most unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. It means that dur- 
ing the long four years’ interval 
between one election and the next 
national convention the policies of 
the opposition party are determined 
largely by the local views and in- 
terests of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. It means that the man 
as 
President or as candidate, is rele- 
gated to the role of a back-seat 
driver.

F Mr. Willkie can find the 
answer to this difficulty, he may 
set a precedent that will be 
a lasting contribution to the Amer- 
ican political system. But a prob- 
lem which none of his predecessors 
has known how to solve is not 
likely to be solved one week after 
a bitter election, and it was evi- 
dent, it seems to me, from. Mr.

Yet though these recommenda- 
tions as to taxes and appropria- 
tions have first to be adopted by 
the Republican. Senators and Rep- 
resentatives before they can be 
translated from generalities into a 
legislative program, Mr. Willkie 
never once referred to the elected 
representatives of the Republican 
party in the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States. 


Thus, although he insisted, quite 
rightly, that “ours is a two-party 
system,” he never professed to 
speak for the party to which he 
belongs and never reminded his 
listeners .that the constitutional 
organ of “the opposition” is the 
Republican -representation in Con- 
gress. 


R. WILLKIE’S avoidance of a 

discussion of these basic real- 
ities of the two-party system was 
due presumably to the unfortunate 
fact that no man in his position 
has any recognized role in the party 
system. Mr. Willkie could not 
know on Monday evening whether 
he is able to speak for and is able 
to lead the Republican opposition 
in Congress. 


Even this summer, when he was 
the national candidate of the party, 
he could not speak for and could 
not lead his party in Congress. He 
must have even greater doubts now 
whether he can lead his party as 
a political organization. 


As a matter of fact he cannot 
lead it. He can only influence it 
more or less depending upon 
whether his personal prestige grows 
or diminishes. No doubt he realizes 
this, and this is the reason, it 
would seem why on Monday eve- 
ning he presented himself not as 
the official leader of the Repub- 
lican party but as the spokesman 
of “a minority” of 22,000,000 citi- 
zens who are “to express yourselves 
freely and openly to those who rep- 
resent you in your state and na- 
tional government.” 


If this conception of a solid “mi- 
nority of 22 millions” led by a pri- 
vate citizen and.expressing itself 
to and not through its representa- 
tives is seriously meant, and is not, 
as is most likely, something left 
over from the fevers of the cam- 
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paign, it is to say the least a most 
unhappy conception.

OR one thing, and most impor- 
tantly, the 22 millions who vot- 
ed for Mr. Willkie are no more “the 
minority” than are the 27 millions 
who voted for Mr. Roosevelt “the 
majority.” They are all American 
citizens with absolutely equal 
rights, and any. attempt to make 
them conscious of themselves as a 
separated part of the population is 
inadmissible under the American 
conception of government. 


The Republican party is the mi- 
nority party in that it did not elect 
the President or as many Repre- 
sentatives and Senators as did the 
Democratic party. But the people 
who voted the Republican ticket are 
not “a minority”; they are an in- 
distinguishable part of the nation.

Next month the new Government 
airport in Washington is scheduled 
to open, and this might be the oc- 
casion and the place to handle the 
Pioneer plane. The capital’s new 
airport is devoted to commercial 
aviation and the Wright brothers 
deserve to be remembered for the 
peacetime facility their airplane 
provided mankind, not the war 
weapon it became. 


Cpening of New Port. 


The port is to be opened on the 
thirty-seventh anniversary of the 
first flight, and, while there is 
little time to construct a suitable 
building on the airport grounds for 
this plane, the little ship conceiv- 
ably could be packed in the cabin 
of the Atlantic Clipper without dis- 
lodging more than a half dozen 
passengers, as far as weight is 
concerned, and flown back home 
overnight.

The differences between the de- 
stroyers and the heavy bombers be- 
gan to assume a special signifi- 
cance in the air war over Eng- 
land toward the end of the first 
week in October. For, beginning 
at that time, the Nazis introduced 
a fundamental change in their tac- 
tics. They began to use destroyers 
more for daylight attacks and to 
employ their heavy bomber squad- 
rons mostly at night. 


Change in Second Week. 


In the German High Command’s 
report for the first week in Oc- 
tober, there is no mention of light 
planes in the attacks. Apparently, 
only the heavy bombers were em- 
ployed. 

Beginning Oct. 8, however, there 
was a distinct change. In the com- 
muniques, both for that day and 
for Oct. 12, only the destroyers 
are reported to have been used; 
there is no mention of heavy 
bombers. And on Oct. 11, 13 and 
14, the High Command reported 
that, while heavy bombers were in 
action at night, it was the lighter 
squadrons which carried out the 
raids by day. 

Heavy bombers were used to a 
greater extent the third week in 
October, although even during that 
period the destroyers carried out 
all the daylight bombing raids on 
Oct. 21, and they are the only 
types mentioned as having engaged 
in attacks Oct. 18. 

During the fourth week in Octo- 
ber, the destroyers again took 
over most of the bombing. The

Possible Explanations. 


The German high command is 
even more expert in keeping its 
counsel than most high commands 
are, and it has refrained thus far 
from offering any explanation for 
this change. As a matter of gen- 
eral military experience, however, 
and. of general military judgment, 
the explanation of the change prob- 
ably lies among a relatively amall 
number of possibilities: 


First, on Oct. 8 the Germans may 
have gone so far in their general 
destruction of London, by daylight 
raids carried out by the big heavy 
bombers, that they were more ine 
terested, beginning at that time, in 
hitting specific objectives which 
could be (and needed to be) more 
discriminately sought out and 
which could be adequately dam- 
aged by a smaller number of light- 
ér bombs—missions which the de- 
stroyers could fulfill as well as the 
big bombers. 

Second, the British fighter de- 
fense may have been inflicting 
heavier losses on the German bom-~- 
ber squadrons than the Nazis 
thought the results justified. 

Third, the British fighter defense 
may not have been inflicting too 
heavy losses on the bombers, but it 
may still have been strong enough

The general idea is 
that men like Senator Wagner should renounce their 
well-founded philosophy, and that labor should sacri- 
fice decent conditions for the “good” of the nation. 

There is no doubt that the average worker would 
be glad to put in longer hours—at less pay, too—if it 
were really necessary. He would, we are sure, do it 
cheerfully. But until it is necessary, he will, we 
trust, refuse to be hoodwinked with strictly phony 
arguments about national necessity. 

There are a few things all of us ought to re- 
member about Federal labor legislation. It is not de- 
signed to coddle people—to provide leisure so they 
may go in for high art or ping-pong. It is a con- 
sidered effort to rid the United States of the drag- 
weight of unemployment, the consequent lack of pur- 
chasing power and the depressing effect of this on 
business in general. i 

Suppose these controls were removed: What would 
longer hours and Jess pay mean now, when we atill 
have some 10,000,000 jobless? They would mean even 
fewer men at work, since each man ought to get 
more done. And, therefore, they would also mean 
fewer customers in the stores, and more clients in 
the relief offices. 

But there is a complication. The longer a man 
works the more tired he gets, especially if he works 
at the fast and precise tempo of modern plants. 
The more tired he gets, the less work he can do, 
and the less accurate he is. Let us remember that 
Hitler found out that a man actually got less done in 
12 hours than in eight... After stepping up the work 
week, the Nazis were forced to lower it. 

France also had a lesson for us. There was actu- 
ally a rise in its industrial output when Leon Blum 
introduced the shorter work week. And there was a 
drop when Daladier said good-by to all that. 

In the face of such dramatic examples, we prefer 

to believe that Sidney Hillman, who has devoted 
his whole career to labor problems, knows just a little 
more about them than Walter Lippmann and some 
of the other long-week advocates. His fellow Defense 
Commissioners, William Knudsen and Edward Stet- 
tinius, also know something about these matters. 
There has not been heard from them the least pro- 
test against his judgments. The United States has 
undertaken the most important job in its history, 
and it ought to be a good idea to heed the counsel of 
the experts. Mr. Hillman says that our labor reser- 
voirs are ample,

not absorb much more than one-third of our jobless, 
Mr. Sloan himself says the need for a longer work 
week will not arise for at least three years.

They chose 
the globe. 


If the intimations of the cables are correct, no 
meaner analogy will serve than that of Zeus parcel- 
ing out his favors to his brood of gods and demigods. 
Hitler and his Muscovite guest really should have 
donned the flowing robes and the bays and laurels 
of ancient Olympus. They should have seated them- 
selves on a few fluffy pink clouds as the one took 
for his portion—and that of his Italian henchman— 
all Europ@ and Africa, while the other claimed every- 
thing to the East from the frozen pole to India’s 
southernmost strand, leaving only China and the 
islands of the sea to those brave Aryans of the 
Orient, the Japanese. 

Yes, it was a godly business. Even Zeus dealt 
with a much smaller world. But the dispositions he 
made sometimes went sour. And his modern imita- 
tors, too, are quite without insurance against that. 
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Perhaps John L. Lewis felt in his bones there 
was a draft around the corner, 
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DOSTOEVSKI AS POLITICAL PROPHET. 
The tragic, penniless Russian who bequeathed to 
world literature such classics as “Crime and Punish- 
ment,” “The House of the Dead” and “The Brothers 
Karamazov” was something of a political forecaster 
as well as a great novelist. Dostoevski did not fore- 
see Hitler and Stalin, but an accord between the Rus- 
sian and German states, for whatever immediate pur- 
poses, he did confidently expect some day. 
In his singularly able critical study, “Dostoevski: 
The Making of a Novelist,” Ernest J. Simmons of 
Harvard quotes his subject as writing in 1877: 

In any case one thing seems clear: We are 
necessary to Germany even more than we think. 
And she needs us not for a momentary political’ 
union, but forever. 

‘Thus two great peoples are destined to change 
ow face of this oe ‘ a One must believe that 

e friendship o ussia with Germany is not 
hypocritical, but firm, and it will be strength- 
ened more and more, spreading and growing 
gradually in the national consciousness of both 
nations ... But whether or not we shall come 
in time to the aid of Germany, in any case Ger- 
many will count on us not as a temporary ally, 
but,as an eternal one. 

These two peoples, or their present rulers, have 
unquestionably changed the ‘face of the world. But 
Dostoevski could have had no liking for the changes 
that have come. Every one of his intense novels 
says either explicitly or implicitly that individual 
Personality has worth and dignity, and that it is

Col, Frey did not minimize the gravity of his éoun- 
try’s position. He administered no soothing-syrup 
patter. He did stress the point that victory does not 
necessarily go to larger numbers and superior equip- 
ment. (That Greek Captain, Panos Kyriakou, is a 
corroborative witness.) The fall of France, as he 
saw it, was chargeable to the fact there was no 
stomach for fighting, either in officers or men. An- 
other instance of quick Nazi conquest—in Holland— 
was attributed to the invaded country’s greater con- 
cern for property than freedom. The inspiring truth 
which he sought to drive home is that a people ready 
to die has more than an even chance to live. 

That is a gospel which the world has delighted to 
accept as the Swiss credo.

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TRIBULATIONS OF A PROSECUTOR. 

A prosecutor’s life is a hard one. Just con- 
sider the trid@ls and tribulations of Louis P. Zer- 
weck, St. Clair County State’s Attorney. Sleepless 
nights have been his lot ever since 1933, when two 
ex-convicts, Charles W. Mack and Emmett McCotter, 
held up the First State Bank of O’Fallon and made 
off with $4000. 

Like any good and faithful public servant, Mr. 
Zerweck did his duty as he saw it. He filed charges 
against the bandits, It seemed as though his troubles, 
if not his trials, were at an end when the pair 
was discovered among the inmates of the Missouri 
penitentiary. He asked that they be held for him 
after finishing their terms in Jefferson City. 

But, alas, shortly before their time was up in the 
spring of last year, he was forced to drop the charges. 
A most important witness, the man who had identi- 
fied the bandits, had disappeared. A prosecutor is 
very unhappy, of course, when he sees one of his 
cases ruined that way. So it is not hard to imagine 
Mr. Zerweck’s joy when the Post-Dispatch found the 
missing witness for him right here in Sé. Louis. The 
charges were at once reinstated. 

But now they have been dropped for a second 
time. The reason is that Thomas T. Gordon, the 
bank cashier, shot himself a year ago. Well, it’s 
pretty hard to resurrect a dead cashier. It’s pretty 
hard, too, to conduct a prosecution seven years after 
the crime. But time does run on—and criminals 
benefit by it.

A MOVIE REFORM IS ACHIEVED. 

A highly satisfactory result has come from the 
Government’s action against eight major film pro- 
ducers on charges of anti-trust law violation. This 
result is the virtual elimination of blind selling 
and block booking, producer practices to which had 
been attributed much of the responsibility for poor 
programs at movie theaters. Efforts had been under 
way in Congress for 13 years to outlaw these trade 
practices, but without success, until five of the eight 
key companies now accept a consent decree provid- 
ing for the reform. 

Exhibitors were obliged to arrange for films 
sight unseen under the former practice. They thus 
had no means of knowing definitely whether the 
pictures for which they contracted would meet the 
tastes of their communities. The five companies 
agree to end blind selling, and instead to hold trade 
showings of new pictures every few weeks in each 
of the 31 film exchange districts. 

Similarly, theater operators had to rent their films 
in large blocks, including good, bad and indifferent 
pictures. . Now, with blocks limited to units of. five 
pictures or less, a much greater range of choice is 
possible. The producers cannot work off inferior 
products so readily and there is greater: incentive 
for them to make high-grade pictures. 

These changes should bring larger and better sat- 
isfied movie audiences, and therefore improved busi- 
ness for the producers. Another achievement can

E know now what got us into the last 
war, or at least we say we do. It was 
propaganda, and we fell for it. We 
also know that we are now being fed more 
of the same, and we fall for it. While we 
are very much out-of-the-way in “Swamp- 
east” Missouri, we do have our radios, news- 
papers and movies. Hitler doubtless relied 
partly on these agencies to whip up the war 
spirit in his Nazi Germany. 
We know that they have been used some- 
what similarly in the democratic U. S. A. 
We know it, yet we fall for it. It must be 
that we are highly susceptible, otherwise the 
propaganda wouldn’t take. 
As to Germany, long before Hitler, it was 
commonplace to make a sharp distinction 
between the German “state” and the Ger- 
man people. The state was incorrigibly war- 
like, but the people were not, or so we have 
said. In so far as we have a “state” above 
and apart from the people, it is a nice ques- 
tion whether the American “state” or the 
American people is the more warlike. 
Does our state, or any state on becoming 
an important “power,” take on unavoidable 
warlike propensities? In other words: Is 
my state pulling me “over the brink,” or 
am I pushing it over? I'd like to know 
the answer to that one. 
To be sure, most of us do not want war 
and will so avow unhesitatingly. But at 
the same time, nine out of 10 of us heartily 
approve every step taken by.the state that 
leads directly toward war. So in my small 
“Gallup poll,” I feel that I must classify 
among the warlike all those who are 
against war, but in favor of all warlike 
steps and gestures. 
Strangely enough, among the most warlike 
in my section are our ultra-conservative 
anti-New Dealers. We are pre-eminently a 
cotton country, and, of course, we are 
strongly Democratic. But the conservative- 
minded are among us, 
. + « 
During the recent campaign, we had a 
fairly vigorous anti-third-term organization 
of old-time Democrats. The participants in 
this movement, as one would expect, are 
economic fundamentalists. They sincerely 
believed that the New Deal’s attempts, or 
any attempts to adapt institutions to 
changed facts, are what head us to ruin and 
Fascism, yet these men strongly approved 
an aggressive foreign policy. They ap- 
peared to be more belligerent than their 
state at all times. 
Is it that men of this instinctively con- 
servative bent look to war to preserve in- 
stitutions that totter in peacetime? Ap- 
parently so, although their expectation is 
hardly a logical one when the success of 
the German arms rests clearly on a “man- 
aged” economy, and the production of mech- 
anized war machines with scant regard to 
orthodox finance and “business as usual.” 
All sorts of people, rich, poor and in be- 
between, seem: to be about equally warlike, 
but they are not always warlike for the 
same reason. The more well-to-do are the 
most concerned about what is going to 
happen to our foreign trade if Hitler in 
Europe, and more especially the Japanese 
in the Orient, achieve their purposes. “We'll 
have to trade with them on their own 
terms if we don’t stop them now.”

People of United States require “shoulder-to-shoulder adventure on 
a grand scale,” Missouri cotton planter writes; only such a com- 
mon purpose can take place of spiritual feeling that many people 
have about war; times call for popular unity and joint endeavor.

overlooked, or at least held guiltless among 
the causes of the war we must get into. 

A good many, probably most approvers of 
all steps toward war, put the case more 
simply: “We don’t aim to let them push us 
around, do we? I guess we might as well 
show them where to get off, first as last.” 
That is genuine patriotism, coupled with the 
Same sense of manifest destiny that lighted 
us to battle in the last Wc.id War. When 
the people I talk with, as well as their 
chosen leaders, fall naturally into this cocky 
and* bellicose attitude, the prospects for 
peace seem to me not so good, now or in the 
predictable future. 

Another and quite different response suit- 
ed me better. It was discouraging also, but 
was not without a hidden promise. I asked 
a thoughtful but down-on-his-luck day hand 
if he wanted war. He answered with di- 
rectness: “Yes, I want war, and I’m ready 
to go to war. I’m doing no good here and 
getting nowhere. Maybe a war would change 
a lot of things. I want to do my part.” - 

I think I am not wrong in reading a spir- 
itual hunger into his reply, a need for a 
more purposeful life and a better arranged 
world, and a need to join up with his fel- 
lows in a common struggle to attain them. 

* * « 


On examination, almost every reply I 
have had, even among the more bellicose 
and rationalized, had in it the anticipation 
of a spiritual gain to come out of.a common 
purposeful national struggle. So it may be 
that our primary need in this bewildering 
moment of crisis and transition is not to 
engage in mass murder, but merely to en- 
gage in some sort of shoulder-to-shoulder 
adventure On a grand scale, It may be that 
going forth to war is not the only sort of 
joint endeavor that would satisfy our need 
to be up and doing when frustration cannot 
longer be endured. 

Those among us who are utterly against 
our going into this war do not expect or 
desire to avoid a great shoulder-to-shoulder 
national effort.. Indeed, they rien be- 
lieve that a greater and more unified effort 
than we have ever put forth in peacetime 
is the only alternative to war. 

They see, or think they see, that historic 
forces are on the march that will not be 
stopped by Hitler or by Churchill, nor by 
Franklin Roosevelt. They see adventure 
enough in going along with these great un- 
predictable forces of change, and work 
enough for all in scrapping worn-out insti- 
tutions of a passing era, and building for 
the new and possibly better era that has 
come upon us, and taken us almost unaware.

ERMANY’S oil supply is 47,000,000 bar- 
rels a year short of what it needs for 
war, Max W. Ball, a past president of the 
American Association of Petroleum Geolo 
gists, says in “This Fascinating Oil Busi- 
ness” (Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis). 
Storage, of course, is not taken into ac- 
count, but the estimates of reserves accu- 
mulated by Germany: since 1934 run from 
10,000,000 to 40,000,000 barrels. Germany, 
according to this expert’s calculations, 
should be precariously low in oil fuel at 
the present time. Particularly should this 
be so if the R.-A. F. has done sizable dam- 
age to Nazi oil depots. 
« * > 


Opinions of military experts were used in 
arriving at the 47,000,000 estimate of short- 
age, Ball states that some German authorities 
have declared their country will need as 
much as 280,000,000 barrels of oil a year for 
war, but he chooses to take an American 
statistician’s opinion of 90,000,000 “merely 
because it is the lowest.” However, he adds: 
“It is hard to see how Germany can prose- 
cute the war on less than 125,000,000 barrels 
@ year, and if she expends her full effort, 
her requirements are likely to reach 140;- 
000,000 barrels or more.” 

With the exception of Rumania and Rus 
sia, Europe produces comparatively little 
oil, Ball says. He estimates the 1940 produc- 
tion of Germany, including Nazi-held Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland, at about 25,000,000 bar- 
rels. Adding to this the new 18,000,000-bar- 
rel exportable surplus of Rumania, which 
Ball concedes that Germany will obtain, it 
still leaves the Nazis considerably short. 

Russia, although the world’s second larg- 
est oil producer, with 202,000,000 barrels in 
1938, is discounted as a help to Germany be- 
cause it “has not the oil to spare, and the 
means of transport are lacking.” 

- « . 


England, like Germany, must depend on 
other countries for oil, and her continu 
supply is predicated upon success of the navy 
in keeping the sea lanes open. On the 
other hand, the assumption of a German 
shortage is based upon effectiveness of the 
English in preventing Nazi transports from 
shipping in oil from South America and 
other heavy-producing countries. Signifi- 
cantly, in view of present developments, 
says: “If Italy should . .. succeed in clos 
ing the Mediterranean to Allied shipping, 
she would interfere with their supplies from 
Iraq, Iran and the Far East, which com 
prised 31 per cent of their imports in 1938.

Composer of “O Susanna” 
Only One of 141 Picked This 
Year for Hall of Fame. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP).—A 
song writer who died penniless, ob- 
scure and broken in spirit at the 
age of 38 has just been elected to 
the Hall of Fame. 

A commemorative tablet and bust 
honoring his memory will be 
placed among those of 72 other 
great Americans next spring. The 
name on it will be Stephen Collins 
Foster. 

He’s the first musician ever 
named one of America’s immortals. 

He wrote down-to-earth, easy-to- 
sing songs. He wrote them to pay 
the rent, to buy a few meals. And 
for most of them, he got only a 
few dollars each. 

They were never-to-be-forgotten 
songs, such as “Old Black Joe,” 
“Old Folks at Home,” “Jeannie 
With the Light Brown Hair,” “My 
Old Kentucky Home,” “O Susanna,” 
and “Massa’s in de Cold, Cold 
Ground.” 

Wrote Waltz at 14. 

At the age of 14, he wrote “Ti- 
oga Waltz.” From then until his 
death in New York City Jan. 13, 
1864, he turned out more than 20u 
songs, a dozen instrumental com- 


Education Important in Defense 
Program, Anderson Points Out 


Schools Must Provide Skilled Workers, Fit 
Youth to Bear Citizenship Responsi- 
bilities, Superintendent Says. 


American schools must aid the 
defense program not only by pro- 
viding skilled workers for vital in- 
dustries but also in a wider sense 
by fitting youth ‘to bear the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, Super- 
intendent of Instruction Homer W. 
Anderson said yesterday. He spoke 
at a meeting of the North Side 


Optimist Club at the Fairgrounds 
Hotel. 


Technical high schools in St. 
Louis are training 800 men for de- 
fense industries, he said, and can 
increase that number to fill any 
need by going on a 24hour basis 
if necessary. 


“But education is also important 
in a long-range defense program,” 
he went on. “Because democracy 
stresses the rights and duties of 
the individual, the success of our 
government depends upon the abili- 
ty and willingness of each individu- 
al to assume his responsibilities. 
“The best defense against the 
insidious propaganda of the so- 
called ‘Fifth Column’ is a citizen- 
ship that has the power to evaluate 
that propaganda, and that has first 
in its heart the ideals which are 
the basis of democracy.” 


Schools’ Responsibility. 


Specifically, he said, it is the re- 
sponsibility of the schools to pro- 
vide their students with healthy 
bodies, vocational guidance and 
training, and good character. 
“The fact that the average draft 
registrant of today is both taller 
and heavier than those who regis- 
tered during the World War is an 
indication that the schools have 
been developing a more fit indi- 
vidual,” he said. 

“The 80 per cent of the. high 
scHfool graduates who do not go on 
to college must be helped to select 
the occupation for which they are 
best fitted, and must be given some 
training in the common skills. Not 
only will this make happier citizens, 
not easily influenced by foreign 
propaganda, but it will also bene- 
fit employers by enabling them to 
select young men who are interest- 
ed and have had some training in 
the particular occupation.

“The students must use facts to 
develop sound ideas and an appre- 
ciation of what our freedom means, 
and what their responsibilities are 
to preserve and improve that free- 
dom.

Letters of the Gifted Provide a Candid 
Glimpse Into Their Minds, and Show: 


Reacted Alike in All 
Political Injustice. 


Ou all forms of writing that 


great personalities, I like best 
to read letters, Being written only 
for one person, whether friend or 
foe, they have the greatest sincer- 
ity and candor. Without them no 
biographer knows his subject. 

M. Lincoln Schuster has edited 
an anthology of great letters— he 
calls it A Treasury of the World’s 
Great Letters—it is published by 
Simon & Schuster, costs $3.75 and 
is fully worth it. In it are letters 
of kings to their enemies, and op- 
ponents to their kings; love letters 
and philosophical exchanges; out- 
pourings of broken hearts, and 
ecstatic expressions of joy. In short, 
this excellently selected anthology 
is a record of passionate hearts and 
gifted brains, reacting to specific 
thoughts. and events and feelings 
from Paul the Apostle to Thomas 
Mann, 

There is a somber pleasure, in 
reading many of these letters, to 
observe how often those who suf- 
fered most from their times sur- 
vived them best. Survived them 
best, I mean, in the long light of 
history. St. Paul’s incomparable 
Epistle to the Corinthians reads 
with curious freshness in a collec- 
tion of letters: We see it for what 
it originally was, a message, to part 
of a growing group, a party. The 
footnote—that he was afterward 
executed by Nero—seems singularly 
unimportant.

NE receives also, from these 
(Petters. the comforting impres- 

sion of a never-quenched stream 
of faith and humanism, surviving 
so Many epochs singularly like our 
own, Lincoln’s letter to Joshua 
Speed’ about the “Know-Nothings” 
might easily be written today, al- 
though our own “Know-Nothings” 
have other titles. 

. « - “You inquire where now I 
stand. That is a disputed point. 
I think I am a Whig; but others 
say there are no Whigs and I am 
an Abolitionist. When I was in 
Washington I voted for the Wil- 
mot Proviso at least 40 times; 
and I never heard of any one at- 
tempting to un-Whig me for that. 
I now do no more than oppose 
the extension of slavery. I am 
not a Know-Nothing; that is cer- 
tain. How could I be? How can 
any one who abhors the oppres- 
sion of Negroes be in favor of 
degrading classes of white peo- 
ple? Our progress in degeneracy 
appears to me to be pretty rapid. 
As a nation we began by declar- 
ing that ‘all men are created 
equal.’ We now practically read 
it ‘all men are created equal, ex- 
cept Negroes.’ When the Know- 
Nothings get control, it will read 
‘all men are created equals, ex- 
cept Negroes and foreigners and 
Catholics.’ When it comes to this, 
I shall prefer emigrating to some 
country. where they make no pre- 
tense of loving liberty—to Rus- 
sia, for instance, where despotism 
can be taken pure, and without 
the base alloy of hypocrisy.”

ROM that letter to Thomas 

Mann’s “God Help Our Dark- 

enéd and Desecrated Country” 
—the by-now famous letter which 
he wrote to the dean of the philo- 
sophical faculty of the University 
of Bonn on being advised that his 
name had been stricken from the 
rolis of the faculty, there is no great 
leap, although nearly 100 years have 
intervened. It remains the most 
measured, lofty and devastating in- 
dictment of the Nazi regime which 
has yet come from any pen. 

“To what a pass in less than 
four years have they brought 
Germany! Ruined, sucked dry, 
body and soul, by armaments 
with which they threaten the 
whole world; holding up the whole 
world and hindering it in its real 
task of peace; loved by nobody, 
regarded with fear and cold aver- 
sion by all, it stands on the brink 
of disaster while its ‘enemies’ 


stretch out their hands in alarm 
to snatch back from the abyss so 
important a member of the future 
family of nations, to help it, if 
only it would come to its senses 
and’ try to undérstand the real 
needs of the world at this mo- 
ment, instead of dreaming dreams 
about mythical ‘sacred neces- 
sities.’ ” 

Beethoven never ceased to be- 
lieve in the fall of Napoleon I—a 
man he once had idolized—nor 
Victor Hugo in the collapse of 
Napoleon III of France, nor had 
Thomas Mann in Princeton ever 
for a moment accepted a world- 
conquering Third Reich, as the 
final or characteristic face of Ger- 
many. The truth of the prophe- 
sies of his predecessors should give 
him comfort. 


. * 

URIOUS, too, how the gifted 

mind, dying in one era and in 

one land, lives again in another 
era and on another soil. Henry 
Thoreau spent most of his life on 
the streets of a New England vil- 
lage, again 100 years ago. There 
is an exquisite letter in this col- 
lection from Thoreau to Emerson, 
a letter in praise of confidence be- 
tween human beings. 

“We are undermined by faith 
and love. ... The spirit abhors 
a vacuum more than nature. 
There is a tide which pierces 
the es of the air. ... these 
aerial rivers, let us not polute 
their currents.” 

It is interesting to read in a 
footnote to this letter by a too- 
forgotten American that his essay 
on “civil disobedience,” written aft- 
er he had spent a night in jail for 
non-payment of taxes, is said to 
have inspired the doctrine which, 
in our own century has flouted a 
great empire: Mahatma Ghandi’s 
revolution of non-resistance. And 
the Ghandi philosophy may yet 
prove to be the basis of the revo- 
lution in Europe—the revolution 
of the oppressed, deprived of all 
other weapons. Thus a flame runs 
from Concord to Bengal and back 
again, to prove that there is no 
nationalism of the human mind 


and spirit.

the most brilliant defenses of a man 
of genius against a man of force 
that the English language has. She 
deplores Victor Hugo's political 
philosophy, but appeals to Napoleon 
with the words, “What touches you 
is that when your people count 
gratefully the men of commerce, 
arms and science, secured by you 
to France, no voice shall murmur, 
‘But where is our poet?’” She 
pleads with Napoleon to “allow for 
the peculiarity of the poetical tem- 
perament, for the temptation of 
high gifts, for the fever in which 
poets are apt to rage and suffer 
in greater measure than other 
men.” : 

And she says, “forgive this en- 
emy, this accuser, this traducer.” 

It’s a beautiful letter, but it turns 
out that Victor Hugo in the fever 
in which he raged and suffered 
was also politically sounder than 
Napoleon III. The author of “Les 
Miserables” lived to see Napoleon 
IiI engage France in military dis- 
aster, and himself be banished in 
exile. His country has not yet seen 
his other prediction fulfilled—that 
the twentieth century would be an 
era of revolution and would end in 
the revolution for civilization and 
humanity. I hope that his opti- 
mism will be as justified as his 
pessimism.

N all ages, one sees, the poet, the 

writer, has suffered more than 

any other class of distinguished 
men, Despots always knife them 
first, fearing them more than any 
other enemies. 

Here in this book is Dostoevsky’s 
extraordinary letter to his brother 
Mihai, written from the Peter and 
Paul fortress in 1849, on the very 
day when, after having been dressed 
for execution, he was reprived and 
sentenced to four years’ hard labor.

Let us take heed from the Brit- 
ish.

3 SPINTISTS WI 
AWARD IN AVIATION 


They Receive Collier Trophy 
for Findings About Strato- 
sphere Flying. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
One of the nation’s outstanding 
awards for achievement in aviation 
went yesterday to three physicians 
who pioneered in studying why a 
pilot’s blood boils when he ascends 
to a height of seven miles above 
the earth. 

Dr. Walter Boothby and Dr. W. 
Randolph Lovelace II of the Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester, Minn., and Capt. 
Harry Armstrong of the Army 
Medical Corps were awarded the 
Collier Trophy, presented annually 
since 1911, for their medical re- 
search work on what happens 
to a person’s brain, nerves, blood 
and reflexes when he ascends into 
the stratosphere. 

They have found that a flyer 
loses cansciousness almost instant- 
My if he fails to keep breathing 
oxygen when he goes above 20,000 
feet, that many accidents are 
caused by anoxemia—oxygen want 
—that a pilot cannot co-ordinate 
his muscles without sufficient oxy- 
gen to feed them. 

Part of Day’s Work. 

That has been a moot question 
since the first balloonists left the 
ground 100 years before the Wright 
brothers—also winners of the Col- 
lier Trophy—created the first suc- 
cessful flying machine. 

In the early days of flight medi- 
cal men predicted that a man would 
blow up and burst like a balloon 
in rarefied air. In a sense they 
were right, the newest Collier Tro- 
phy winners discovered. But they 
sought to find out exactly what 
the effects of low pressure on the 
human body were, why they oc- 
curred, and how they could be pre- 
vented, 

They would scoff at being called 
courageous because, to them, it is 
just part of the day’s work. 

Yet Capt. Armstrong has taken 
off his oxygen mask at 35,000 feet 
on numerous occasions (“just to see 
what would happen”) and prompt- 
ly was “blacked out” until he 
dropped to 20,000 feet. 

Dr. Boothby and Dr. Lovelace, 
with the same inquisitiveness, have 
done the same thing repeatedly in 
the air and in the low-pressure 
chambers of the Mayo Clinic and 
the Army Air Corps at the Wright 
ey Materiel Division in Dayton, 


, 


Blood Does Boil. 

They have proved that actually 
@ man’s blood does boil when he 
gets into the rarefied atmosphere 
five miles or more aloft, that a pilot 
becomes extremely fearful when he 
suffers from lack of oxygen for less 
than a minute, that he cannot co- 
ordinate his brain and muscles. He 
thinks he thinks, but doesn’t. 

As an example Collier’s Magazine, 
in the announcement of the report, 
mentions the case of a weather 
pilot, one of the men who used to 
make daily flights to 20,000 feet 
and above to record the weather 
conditions as an aid to forecasting. 
This pilot “felt funny.” His hands 
didn’t do what he told them. His 
feet kicked the right rudder when 
it should have been left. He shoved 
the plane into a dive when he 
meant to climb. After three tries 
he landed, cursing himself, and hit 
almost nose-on because he couldn’t 
measure distance or altitude. 

He had been suffering from oxy- 
gen lack and didn’t know it.

A War Department representa- 
tive who arrived here Wednesday 
night announced that he was seek- 
ing office space for 150 stenograph- 
ers and indicated that he would 
accept all of the space offered. 
Forty employes of a Chicago engi- 
neering firm which is serving as 
a consultant to the army also came 
here to open temporary headquar- 
ters. 

The office leases are only for 
short terms, however, because army 
officers expect to transfer’ their 
headquarters to the camp area 
proper within six months when, it 
is hoped, the major units of the 
center will have been completed. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
Forest Service is busy acquiring 
land in the 65,000-acre site of the 
center. The service already holds 
12,000 acres in the area, which 
largely comprises the Mark Twain 
National Forest. The tract is cen- 
tered at Tribune, a postoffice about 
12 miles southeast of Waynesville 
on State Highway 17, just west of 
the Big Piney River, in Pulaski 
County. 

Prices paid for the land, which 
is largely rough, hilly and sub- 
marginal in crop production, will 
average between $2 and $3. Only 
a small amount of the richer bot- 
tom land is expected to be pur- 
chased, and the prices for such 
tracts will average between $25 
and $30. 

About 200 farm families are living 
in the affected area, and these will 
be moved from the site as rapidly 
as possible. No organized opposi- 
tion to the purchase program has 
developed, although some com- 
plaints by individuals have been 
reported. Refusal by landowners 
to sell would result in prompt con- 
demnation proceedings and eviction 
suits, officials indicated. 

The rolling lands and_ sharp 
bluffs contain excellent facilities 
for military maneuvers and rifle 
and gun practice, although there 
is some doubt as to the practica- 
bility of training ski troops in the 
area because of the uncertainty of 
the weather. A moderate amount 
of snow falis in the district annual- 
ly, but the periods it remains on 
the ground vary widely from year 
to year.

REVISED ON NAZI PLAN 


Changes Based on War Ex- 
periences Emphasize Decen- 
tralized Combat. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
Revolutionary changes in United 
States infantry tactics have been 
ordered, it was disclosed yesterday, 
and a revised infantry manual tak- 
ing advantage of lessons taught by 
the European war is being dis- 
tributed. 

Secretary of War Stimson told re- 
porters that instead of trying to ad- 
vance on broad fronts in the man- 
ner of World War attacks, the rifle- 
men of today would seek to pene- 
trate “soft spots in the enemy 
formation.” 

The new tactics, he said, would 
emphasize decentralization of in- 
fantry combat, a tactic in which 
the Germans “showed high skill” in 
last summer’s fighting. 

A statement issued by Maj. Gen. 


‘|George A. Lynch, Chief of Infantry, 


described the new tactics as a 


I“revolution” such as never before 


has occurred in the army in peace- 
time. 
Co-ordination Required. 

Because of heavier machine guns 
and mortars with which modern 
armies equip certain infantry units, 
Lynch asserted, “it has become very 
clear that the rifleman can no 
longer shoot his way forward” but 
must co-ordinate his movement 
with supporting fire of artillery, 
aviation and armored units, as well 
as with that of adjacent infantry 
units. 

“Previous regulations have been 
based on the idea that the attack- 
ing rifleman was committed to one 
of two forms of activity in battle,” 
Lynch continued. “He was either 
in movement or he was firing... . 
His activity is no longer limited to 
firing and moving. During much 
of his time in battle he will be in 
a cover position in readiness either 
to move or to fire.” 

Meeting Tank Attacks. 

Lynch asserted that under the 
new tactics “no attempt is made to 
maintain alignment of units.” How- 
ever, he challenged contentions that 
tanks can sweep infantry from the 
battlefield, an impression which he 
said was created by the advent of 
fast tanks in recent European op- 
erations, 
“With the introduction of light 
man-handled anti-tank weapons in 
the forward infantry zone, backed 
up by anti-tank guns in the regi- 
mental zone, and the training of in- 
fantry soldiers to take cover in fox 
holes or other places unfavorable to 
tank attack while the tanks pass 
over, the danger of tank attack 
crushing the infantry has been re- 
duced,” he ‘said.

The Second Ward local of the 
Workers’ Alliance, an organization 
of WPA workers and relief recipi- 
ents, has withdrawn to become a 
separate group to be known as In- 
dependent Workers, Local No. 7.

BUILDING PERMITS IN NATION 


N DECATUR LABOR ROW 


Sets Aside Order That Plant 
Recognize AFL Instead of 
Independent Union. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 15 (AP). — The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals set aside yesterday an order 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board that the A. E. Staley Manu- 
facturing Co. of Decatur cease rec- 
ognizing the Independent Starch 
Workers Union as bargaining agent. 

In a majority opinion written by 
Judge J. Earl Major, the court also 
reversed the board’s order that the 
company reimburse employes for 
dues the board had alleged were 
collected for the independent union. 

The court affirmed the-remain- 
ing point in the Labor Board’s 
order—that the company cease and 
desist from interfering with the 


United Grain Processors Local 21,- 
490, an AFL affiliate. 

The majority opinion, concurred 
in by Judge Walter C. Lindley, 
held that the board’s allegation 
that the company dominated and 
supported the independent union 
was “without substantiation.” 


It added that “there is not a 
scintilla of evidence that discloses 
discrimination of any kind or char- 
acter for or against any employe” 
because of his attitude toward any 
labor union. 


The decision said that L. J. Dis- 
ser, NLRB examiner, who investi- 
gated union activities at the Staley 
plant in March, 1938, told company 
executives that the company “had 
maintained such good wages and 
such excellent working conditions 
that the American Federation of 
Labor had nothing to promise its 
employes.” 

Judge Walter E. Treanor dissent- 
ed from the majority opinion, in 
part, declaring it was a “close 
question” whether there was suf- 
ficient evidence to support. the 
board’s finding that the company 
dominated and supported the inde- 
pendent union. He concurred, how- 
ever, in the opinion that the board 
was in error in ordering the com- 
pany to reimburse employes for 
dues.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15 (AP).

A navy yard spokesman said yes- 
terday work was begun here four 
months ago on the largest ship- 
building dock in the country—a sub- 
marine valley 1500 feet long, 65 
feet deep and 200 feet wide at the 
bottom. 

Such docks, he explained, are a 
relatively new development in naval 
architecture and never have been 
used for construction of any naval 
vessel larger than a _. 10,000-ton 
cruiser. 

For Superdreadnaughts. 

The new dock here, it is esti- 
mated, will be able to handle su- 
perdreadnaughts up to “possibly 
60,000 tons” if necessary—and it is 
expected that a battleship can be 
finished in three years and a half 
instead of the four usually re- 
quired on ways. 

Naval builders explained that in 
the new dock, ships can be built 
on a level, thus making for more 
accurate construction than on the 
ways—an inclined “cradle” on land 
—where angles must be allowed 
for the slant. Also giant cranes 
drop heavy plates to the vessel 
being built in the sunken dock, 
rather than lifting material above 
ground level for workers high in 
the cradle. 

June Completion Date. 

When completed about June I, 
the dock will be put in operation 
immediately to build the third of 
seven 45,000-ton battleships to be 
constructed here.

WAR SCARE- MINIMIZED 
BY ECONOMIST FLYNN 


He Says It Is Designed to Put 
U. S. Under Permanent 
Arms Economy. 


World crisis is providing the 
scare to put over an armaments 
program gauged not to meet the 
crisis, but to transfer the United 
States to a permanent arms econ- 
omy, John T. Flynn, economist, 
writer and editor, asserted here to- 
day. 

Flynn, author of “Country Squire 
in the White House,” spoke at the 
Sandwich Forum at noon at the 
Downtown Y. M. C. A. and is to 
speak on “The War Impact on Our 
Economic System” in a Town Hall 
panel, sponsored by the “Y,” at 
8:15 p. m. today at Centenary Meth- 
odist church, Sixteenth and Pine 
streets. 

His belief that rearmament was 
not an ‘emergency measure, but a 
new tack on what strikes him as a 
zig-zag course for “recovery,” 
would not preclude, he explained, 
the probability that it may put us 
into war overseas and forceful 
domination in this side of the 
world. 

“Look at Germany and Italy—or 
look at Europe for the last 70 
years,” he told reporters. “There's 
what armament economy means.” 

“Billion-Dollar Picnics.” 

“People don’t like to be told, 
‘You're sick; you've got to go to 
the hospital,’” he remarked. “So 
Roosevelt said: ‘You're sick; let’s 
have a picnic.’ 

“The $3,000,000,000 picnics of the 
New Deal were not enough—we 
had to have a 10 or 12 or now 15 
billion dollar picnic, and the war 
provided the necessary scare to put 
it over. 

“It is deliberate,” Flynn asserted. 
“Roosevelt knows exactly what he 
is doing.” 

But, Flynn argued, the scheme 
he described was likely to collapse 
of its own weight and weaknesses, 
from standpoint of both economics 
and democracy. It might easily in- 
volve a national debt of $100,000,- 
000,000, he said, with interest alone 
equal to annual expense of the 
earlier “picnics,” and a “gigantic” 
tax burden on the poor—‘“for there 
aren't enough rich to pay it.” 

“We'd become a military country, 
mixed up in international quarrels 
all the time and involved in a de- 
structive national debt which would 
completely bedevil all business proc- 
esses,” he said. “We would in- 
evitably go into a form of Ameri- 
can ‘Fascism,’ with the Government 
attempting to regulate all business 
and a progressive weakening of 
democratic processes all along the 
line.” 

Says Setup Means Violence. 

Given that setup, collapse itself, 
he said, would mean violence of 
several sorts. “You invent some- 
thing like the corporation holding 
company, or the machine gun, and 
who uses them?” he asked. “The 
man who knows how, who has a 
talent for it and likes it. We're 
creating Fascist machinery—and 
who’s going to use it? Suppose 
Huey Long were alive now. 

‘I don’t mean the government 
to which it primarily gives the 
powers, and I don’t mean the little 
fellows like the Bund, who don’t 
know what it’s all about. I mean 
the real Fascists—and we've got 
plenty of them.”

Roger Cunningham Dies in 
Electric Chair — Eleventh- 
Hour Pleas Fail,’ 


McALESTER, Ok., Nov. 15 (AP). 
—Roger Cunningham was électro- 
cuted early today after an eleventh- 
hour legal fight failed to save him 
from paying the supreme penalty 
for strangling his wife, Eudora. 

Cunningham, 34 years old, walked 
unaided to the electric chair and 
shook his head when asked if he 
had any last words. The current 
was applied at 12:07 a. m. 

Fred Goddard of the Salvation 
Army and.John D. Seal, prison 
chaplain, were with Cunningham 
during his final minutes in the 
death cell. 

“He admitted he did it but said 
he didn’t know, why,” Goddard 
said. “He said he’d rather not dis- 
cuss it any more.” 

Cunningham, former FHA hous- 
ing inspectar, killed his wife with 
a scarf, buried her body in a sewer | 
ditch at Oklahoma City March 6, 
1939, then pleaded insanity. 

Cunningham did not testify at 
his trial, but he had spoken of 
marital discord. 

Three hours before he was to die, 
Cunningham requested his attor- 


Joel P. Stokes, the vVictim’s mother, 
to forgive him. 

As Cunningham went through 
the routine of the condemned on 
his last afternoon, Hyde, appeared 
with two alienists. 

Permission for them to examine 
Cunningham was denied and Hyde 
hurried to Pittsburg County Dis- 
trict Court. There a plea failed 
to win writs which would have 
forced an insanity test. 

Hyde telegraphed the Criminal 
Court of Appeals with the same re- 
sult. That left Cunningham’s fate 
in the hands of Gov. Leon C. Phil- 
lips, who had said he would not 
interfere—that his “every constitu- 
tional right has been protected and 
guarded every step of the way.” 


NAZI AND FASCIST CHIEFS — 
OF HIGH COMMAND CONFER 


No Denial War in Greece Was Dis- 
cussed by_ Keitel, Badoglio 
and Alds. 

BERLIN, Nov. 15 (AP).—Heads 
of the German and Italian high 
commands conferred today at Inns- 
bruck. The German news agency 
said they had “discussions about 
the joint conduct of the war.” 

The conference brought together 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, chief 
of the German high command, and 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio, Italian 
chief of staff, with their aids. 

Authoritative sources did not 
deny the Greek war was considered, 
but remarked that German diplo- 
matic relations with Greece were 
unchanged. They said also: “There 
are many other places concerning 
which the general staffs, as be 
hooves allies, must confer.” 

At the conference was the Ger- 
man artillery General, Alfred Jodl, 
one of Adolf Hitler’s most intimate 
co-workers.

Make Journey in Plane From Egypt to 
Crete in Eastern End of “Italy’s Sea.”

CAIRO, Egypt, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
Gen, Sir Archibald P. Wavell, com- 
mander-in-chief of British forces in 
the Middle East, returned today 
from an inspection of Crete and 
declared was satisfied with the 


progress of intensive work going 
on to make that Greek Island a 
new wartime stronghold for Britain 
in the eastern Mediterranean. 


Wavell made the journey aboard 
a Sunderland flying boat of the 
Royal Air Force. This correspond- 
ent and Alan Moorhead of the 
London Daily Express were per- 
mitted to accompany him. 


Not even the pilot knew General 
Wavell was to be a passenger un- 
til he stepped aboard in an Egypt- 
ian port. A short dash across the 
placid bay and we were winging 
over the blue expanse that Premier 
Mussolini calls Italy’s sea. 


Gunners were alert at their posts 
in the machine-gun turrets and we 
carried a batch of bombs in case 
any Italian airmen or ships tried 
to press that claim. They didn't 
stop us though we passed within 
20 minutes flying time of an ftal- 
ian base in the Dodecanese Islands. 

We did, however, sight a small 
sailing vessel and the big Sunder- 
land swooped down to investigate. 
Four sailors signaled that they 
were only fishermen. 

Later we descended again to in- 
spect four large French merchant 
vessels headed toward Syria, pre- 
sumably to carry French near-East- 
ern troops back to France. 


Shepherds and Flocks. 


Soon we saw the rugged hills of 
Crete, and crossed over the island, 
looking down on shepherd8 peace- 
fully tending their flocks in the val- 
leys. If the trip had been made 
3000 years ago, the scene would 
have been much the same. 

During part of the flight General 
Wavell occupied himself with a 
sheaf of reports on which he scrib- 
bled frequent notations. This 
done, he turned to a volume of 
Robert Browning’s poems, inter- 
rupting his reading twice to go to 
the observation turret for a look 
around. 


Reaching the north coast we 


sighted Candia, the island’s chief 


town, then skirted the coast where 
the seas, breaking against the 
rocky shore in bright sunlight, 
changed color every second. 

Our destination was Souda Bay. 
This magnificent natural harbor, 
a mile wide and eight miles long, 
with depths ranging up to 120 fath- 
oms, should make an  excelelnt 
naval base. 

We found the village of Souda 
already accustomed to the British 
occupying forces, but still marvel- 
ing at the wonders which have 
come to their sleepy waterfront 
town in the last two weeks. Rare- 
ly has an occupying army been re- 
ceived with such hospitality. The 
people of Crete are woefully poor, 
but they seem anxious to share 
anything they possess with the 
British. 


Bouquets From Women, 


What to do with bouquets has 
become a tactical problem of the 
British officers, many of whom we 
saw self-conciously carrying flow- 
ers Cretan women had given them. 

Souda and the larger town of 
Canea five miles away have been 
bombed two or three times daily by 
the Italians since British forces 
occupied the island. Only two cas- 
ualities were inflicted on the Brit- 
ish but a score of Canea townsfolk 
have been killed and the town, 
which has no military obectives, 
was badly wrecked. 

Canea has traces of former Turk- 
ish occupation. One of them is a 
small mosque heside the sea, - Its 
roof was blown in, but the minaret 
was intact. | 


I climbed the Muezzin’s stairway 
to survey the damaged town. Win- 
dows were shattered and every 
other house showed signs of bomb 
damage. 

One bomb had smashed the 
school house. School was not in 
session when the bomb struck, but 
the children’s composition papers, 
neatly written in Greek, were scat- 
tered through the streets. 

We experienced the raids dur- 
ing our stay, but no casualties 
were reported. One bomb struck

MARTINIQUE DENIES NAZIS 
HAVE SENT PILOTS THERE 


Stresses Friendly Relations With 
U. S., Says Troops on Island 
Are on Peacetime Basis. 


FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, 
Nov. 15 (AP).—A communique issued 
today said that the recent visit of 
Rear-Admiral John W. Greenslade 
of the United States and the pres-

TWO MORE OF RAIDED. 
SHIPS REPORTED SAFE 


British Assert That Number 
Which Escaped, Nazi At- 
tack Now Is 32. 


LONDON, Nov. 15 (AP). — An 
Admiralty communique today said 
two more ships of the convoy at- 
tacked by a German raider Nov. & 
in the Atlantic were safe, making 
a total of 32 safe out of 38. 

It added that so far as it knew 
only four ships were sunk by the 
raider and another was set on fire 
by planes and abandoned. Germany 
Claimed last week that the entire 
convoy was sunk. One vessel still 
is unaccounted for, it said. 

The two ships added to: the list of 
those safe are the San Demetrio 
and Morzka Wola. 

One ship of 2374 tons, which es- 
caped from the raider, was subse- 
quently attacked by enemy aircraft 
three days later, set on fire and 
abandoned, the communique added, 
without identifying the vessel. 

The captain of one of the mer- 
chantmen which escaped said two 
hits were scored on the warship. 

Informed sources said no word of 
the raider has been received since 
the attack, in which the armed 
merchantship Jervis Bay stood off 
the German vessel until most of the 
38 ships in the convoy got away. 
The Jervis Bay was sunk, bit an- 
other ship rescued 65 of its crew. 


DISBARMENT OF ATTORNEY 
AT SPRINGFIELD, M0., SOUGHT 


State Bar Advisory Committee

Willard W. Hamlin.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15. — 
Disbarment of Willard W. Hamlin, 
attorney of Springfield, Mo., for 
alleged professional misconduct, 
was asked for in an information 
filed with the Missouri Supreme 
Court yesterday afternoon by the 
State Bar Advisory Committee, 
which supervises enforcement of 
the practice of law.

Goddess of Freedom on Capi- 
tol Dome Is Cleaned Every 
4 Years—Last Time in ’39. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
The most misunderstood woman in 
Washington will look down on the 


third inauguration of President 
Roosevelt with the dirtiest face in 
town. 

She is the Goddess of freedom—a 
buxom lass of 14,985 pounds—who 
stands with sedate poise on the 
capitol dome. 

“We just wash her every four 
years,” was the apologetic explana- 
tion of Capitol Architect David 
Lynn, “And this just isn’t her 
year for a bath.” 

Despite four days of rain, Miss 
Goddess of Freedom is, to put it 
conservatively, no advertisement 
for any beauty salon. 

Thomas Crawford’s 76-year-old 
statue ig the capital’s chronic vic- 
tim of mistaken didentity. It has 
been pointed out erroneously at 
various times as Pocahontas with 
a sword, an Indian warrior, the 
Statue of Liberty and Miss America. 

Built along old-fashioned lines, 
the statue wears voluminous 
clothes, and viewed from any angle 
they look is if they’re draped from 
a sort of super-bustle. 

Since its last bath in 1939 the 
statue has turned from a glowing 
bronze to a sickly green. 


DUTCH ENLARGING JAVA BASE

Indication That British May Use 
I., Since Netherlands Have 
No Capital Vessels. 
BATAVIA, Netherlands East In- 
dies, Nov. 15 (AP).—The command- 
er-in-chief of The Netherlands East 
Indies Navy said today that en- 
largement of the works at the 
Soerabaja naval base, on Java's

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 
The Senate Railroad Finance Com-

Chairman Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, and Senator Truman (Dem.), 
Missouri, of the committee, said in 
an accompanying statement: 

“The evasion of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission jurisdiction over 
the millions of dollars in fees and 
expenses distributed following the 
1928 reorganization of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul & Pacific Rail- 
road Co., reveals an attitude of pro- 
found and pervasive hostility to 
forms of regulation designed to 
eliminate financial abuses. 

“This attitude on the part of 
some individuals and institutions 
whose voices in railroad affairs are 
still powerfv' continues to hamper 
railroad reorganizations. 

“The evasion of Federal regula- 
tion in this case is not an isolated 
instance, but rather an indication 
of the general attitude held by in- 
terests which still dominate in the 
field of railroad reorganizations. It 
is clear that so long as this hostile 
attitude persists, the regulation of 
reorganization abuses will be hard 
put to keep up with its fast-moving 
opponents.”

The first battle in the U. S$. Army’s war on unpreparedness is being 
fought with saws and hammers. 

Uncle Sam’s land forces are expanding like Jack’s beanstalk. From 
Florida’s tip to Washington, from Bangor, Me., to San Diego, Cal., military 
buildings are going up, cities of new lumber are rising in ordered fashion. 

Last time the country called a selected citizen army, a new word 
became popular—cantonments. There'll be more new army words this 
time—reception centers and replacement centers, for instance. 

In 1917 they dumped a million men a month into sprawling canton- 
ments, some of them tent cities the rookies dubbed ““Camp Pneumonia” 
and “Fort Bronchitis.” They shook ‘em up for 90 days and called ‘em an 
army. 

There'll be tent cities again, but this time they'll be down south, 
away from northern winters, Northern cantonments now building will be 
solid and weather-tight. | : 

The first draftees will go south for training. Speed is part of the 
preparedness effort, and half a year or more will be saved by training this 
fall’s crop of “selects” in Dixie. 

When they're ready for more, the northern training camps will be 
ready. . 

Joe Rookie will get his first taste of army life in the reception center. 
These are regular army posts like new Cumberland Depot, Pa., and Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan. In relatively small groups—reception centers will be 
of 500-man, 1000-man and 2000-man capacity—he'll get the “feel’’ of 
the army and learn his right foot from his left. 


The rookies will be kept separate from big regular army groups until 
they've absorbed enough to handle themselves in this man’s army with- 
out fear of hazing. Then the “pollywogs” leave their little reception camp 
puddle for a larger pond—the replacement center. 


At the replacement center, the rookie will be classified by skills and 
aptitudes. Some will go to the infantry, others to the quartermaster corps. 
Each branch of the service has replacement centers. Men of similar skills 


‘will be sent to these centers for slightly advanced and specialized training. 


- Then when a regular army or national guard unit training in a big 
camp puts in a requisition for more men to bring its personnel up to full 
strength, the rookies will move from the replacement camp to their per- 
manent units in the big training camps. 


These big training camps, each able to handle a division of 19,000 
officers and men or more, are the final stop. There the rookie will get his 
strenuous training in the field, to make him a functioning cog in the intri- 
cate defense machine. 


There will be at least 31 of these big training centers when the whole 
plan is in operation. Most of them have been already chosen, although 
there is change all the time as the army smooths down the gigantic chore 
of housing and routing a million men through reception centers, replace- 
ment centers and the camps. 


There’s other building. The air corps expects to double and double 
again, and several score of selected new bases and training sites are going 
up. Other army posts are being expanded to accommodate new personnel.

IN STRANGE situations our brain builds up a high poten- 
tial of nervous energy. If it isn’t immediately drained off by 
our skeletal muscles, this energy short-circuits across to the 
autonomic nervous system which controls our heart and stom- 
ach, skin and lungs. This nervous energy then shoots out in 
all directions, making us perspire and breathe rapidly. Our 
heart races madly and we may even feel nauseated. If we hap- 
pen to become acutely conscious of our nausea or our blushing, 
this very fact may start the habit which later becomes more 
and more entrenched. Some people show this nervous effect 
by stuttering. Others have palpitation of the heart. Some have 
nervous stomachs, and actually retch or vomit when calling on 
a customer or making a speech. Others have a spastic colon. 
Another group develops an irritable urinary bladder. Howard 
belongs to still another faction in which the nervous habit has 
fastened upon the blood vessels of the skin, which expand and 
carry more blood, thus producing the blushing.

THE ODDS ARE i0 to 1, fortunately, that you don’t show 
your nervousness as much as you yourself feel it.

Remember, too, that all 
salesmen and speakers are nervous when confronting strange 
or critica] situations, but this is actually an asset, for your wits 
are keyed up accordingly. Then apply the Law of Negative 
Adaptation, which states that if you face your bugaboo often 
enough, and it doesn’t kill you, you will grow hardened to it.

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Young People and Books 


By Angelo Patri 


OOKS are a necessity for all 
Beors of people. They stimu- 

late infancy, inform and en- 
trance youth, and comfort old age. 
From infancy to old age books 
teach. No book that is properly 
read is without its teaching power. 
It is impossible to read a book 
without being changed in some 
way by that experience. One is 
either wiser or sillier, more _ in- 
formed or more ignorant, more ex- 
cited or more anesthetized at the 
end of the iast chapter. There 
are books of all kinds for all kinds 
of people. One has but to choose 
his own. 


Young people who read for in- 
formation and pleasure are the 
group in greatest need of good 
reading. Theirs is the most criti- 
cal time of life when an influence 
may direct their lives for good and 
all. And our young people read 
constantly. Some of the reading 
is worthless, if not worse. 


“You like that magazine?” I 
asked a boy who was reading a 
worthless paper. 

“Not so much.” 

“Why don’t you read one of the 
others? I think you’d like it much 
better. It has an article on avia- 
tion that’s great. 

“Yes, I know, but it costs. more.” 

Good books do cost more; good 
magazines, too. But they must be 
had. Borrowi and lending, pass- 
ing books and magazines from 
hand to hand is one way the young 
people manage. The book club is 
another. By pooling their funds 
they buy a book as often as they 
collect the price. They draw lots 
for first reading. In that way more 
good books come their way than if 
each saved and bought his own. 

The school, college and public 
libraries serve well but they do 
not reach far enough. It is simply 
impossible to supply the young 
people with all the books they want 
at the time they want them: I 
have known students to wait a year 
and more for a book on the re- 
quired list while the instructor took 
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* book clubs. 


it for granted it had been read 
and asked for recitation and re- 
port on it. The best way out un- 
der such circumstances is the 
group buying—the book club. 

Reading for pleasure is about as 
good a way of spending leisure 
hours of quiet as can be found. 
Young people ought to be encour- 
aged to read, but encouragement 
and no books is not exactly help- 
ful. Older people who have books 
could pass them along to these 
younger ones more often than they 
do. Libraries and attics and book 
cases in many houses overflow 
with books that are not be read 
again by their owners. These 
could be passed on through the 
school librarian to the students 
who would love to own them. 

Please don’t make the mistake 
of passing on only educational 
books, that is, texts, which may 
be dull and tough reading. Young 
people who read are looking for 
pleasure. Information, culture, any 
form of improvement is not in 
their minds as a usual thing. But 
pass along the good stories. They 
will enjoy them and they will 
learn from them. What is better 
still, they form the habit of read- 
ing and that will force them into 
searching for material in libraries 
and reading rooms. 

Encourage reading clubs and 
Pass along your used 


books. Our young people must 


read.

Henry Burr, Dean of Ballad Singers, Is: Now 
Member of Radio Show, but He Still Sings Old 
Songs He Helped Make Popular Years Ago.

THE SINGER, HIS DOG AND HIS CAR—A PICTURE

ACK in the days when mother 

Was a girl and laced herself 

into an hour-glass silhouette, 
and when father 
with high celluloid collars, the sing- 
er of the hour, the Bing Crosby and 
Rudy Vallee of the time, was a 
young man named Henry Burr. 
Henry was nothing short of a coun- 
try-wide sensation and no home in 
those days-before-the-radio was 
complete without a generous col- 


lection of Henry Burr phonograph, 


records. 

All of which explains why Henry 
Burr’s fan mail on the National 
Barn Dance radio program contains 
the constant query “Are you the 
same Henry Burr we used to hear 
on our phonograph?” It’s hard for 
the old folks to believe that the man 
they remember some three decades 
ago singing “Good Night, Little 
Girl, Good Night,” “In the Shade of 
the Old Apple Tree” and “Put on 
Your Old Gray Bonnet,” is the same 
one who now entertains them over 


the air. 


In St. Louis for a broadcast of 
the National Barn Dance tomorrow 
night and a special show Sunday 
afternoon in the Convention Hall 
at the Municipal Auditorium, kind- 
ly, white-haired Henry Burr remi- 
nisced a bit about the days when 
the phonograph was considered 
just a queer contraption invented 
by a man named Edison. 

“Back in 1903 I was one of the 
first to make records for Edison 
and Columbia,” this Dean of Bal- 
lad Singers laughed. “I would 
sing into a number of horns ana 
each horn was attached to a sepa- 
rate recording. For each recording 
I received the magnificent sum of 
50 cents.” 


choked himself * 


At the time he. made his first 
recordings, Henry Burr was a s0- 
loist at the Church of the Incarna- 
tion in New York. There he used 
his real name, Harry McClaskey, 
and used Henry Burr onl ypyfor his 
recording activities. 


“You see,” he explained, “the 
phonograph was then considered a 
fad, a toy, and something in the 
line of nonsense. So to keep the 
good people of the church from 
being scandalized o * my enthusi- 
asm for this nonsensical gadget, I 
protected my prestige by doing my 
recording under the name of Hen- 
ry Burr.” 


Burr gives Caruso the credit for 
“opening the doors of the mansion 
to the phonograph business” and 
modestiy minimizes his own pop- 
ularity, but the fact remains that 
he made thousands'‘of records. One 
alone, “Goodnight, Little Girl, Good- 
night,” sold more than three mil- 
lion copies and no record that sold 
less than 100,000 copies was con- 
sidered worthy of a place in the 
bulky album of Burr hits. And for 
26 years, he maintained his place 
among the five best sellers of the 
phonograph world. 


“IT like to think of myself as a 
sort of living tale of the mechan- 
ical amusement industry,” Burr ex- 
plained. “I made my first radio 
broadcast in 1920. The studio was 
in a doctor’s laboratory in Denver 
and the microphone was a crude 
wooden bowl! with an inverted tele- 
phone transmitter. And from there 
I saw the radio grow to its present 
status, just as I, saw the phono- 
graph grow from a fad to a fixture 
in every home in the earlier years 
of the century.” .

During one of his peddling trips 
through New Brunswick, he met 
Campanari, the famous baritone of 
the Metropolitan Opera, and it was 
Campanari who advised him to go 
to New York and get a good vocal 
instructor,

FTER several years of study 
Asur finally landed his first real 

job as tenor soloist at the Grace 
M. E. Church on 104th street in 
New York and then went to the 
Church of the Incarnation where 
he remained for 10 years. Then the 
phonograph came into its popular- 
ity and Henry Burr was on his way 
to fame and fortune. 

“T really had very little compe- 
tition then,” Burr laughs, “but now 
you could shake the nearest tree 
and 40 tenors would fall out of it. 
Twenty-five or 30 years ago the rec- 
ord people actually couldn’t find 
aryone to take my-place and every 
time they tried I'd raise my price.’ 

Right now, Burr believes, we are 
“living in an age of rhythm.” He 
says the young folks “kick their 
feet up if a chandelier so much as 
swings in rhythm,” but he is confi- 
dent that the old type song is again 
coming into its own—‘“because peo- 
ple are looking for something more 
restful.” 

No rank sentimentalist and no 
disparager of the new songs, Buir 
is frank in admitting that he likes 
the old songs best because they 
brought him fame and plenty of 
cash. Among his favorites are 
“Put on Your Old Gray Bonnet,” 
“In the Shade of the Old Apple 
Tree,” “Love Me and the World 
Is Mine,” “West of the Great Di- 
vide,” “Silver Threads Among the 
Gold,” “I’ll Take You Home, Kath- 


leen,” “When You and I Were 
Young Maggie” and “Just a Baby's 
Prayer at Twilight.” 

Only 55 years old, although he 
admits but does not resent the 
fact that people think of him as a 
much older man, Burr says the 
greatest compliment that was ever 
paid him was when the Govern- 
ment turned him down for service 
in the last war. He tried to enlist 
and was refused. He then peti- 
tioned for permission to go over- 
seas as an entertainer. When his 
petition came up the examining 
board ruled that he was to remain 
at home because while he continued 
to make recordings, those records 
could be sent overseas to entertain 
thousands, whereasif he went him- 
self he could reach but 2 few. So 
Burr remained at home to do his 
bit and while he was pretty dis- 
gruntled at the time over the treat- 
ment, he has come, in retrospect, 
to understand the compliment that 
was meant. 

During the height of his fame, 
Burr had his own concert company 
and toured the United States from 
Maine to California. And it was 
with this concert company that he 
visited St. Louis every year from 
1912 to 1924. The company was 
called the Eight Popular Victor 
Artists and St. Louis music lovers 
still talk of the Peerless Quartette 
and the Sterling Trio that were 
part of the cempany program. 

On the National Barn Dance 
hour, Burr’s fan mail far outnum- 
bers that of other entertainers on 
the program and he says that prac- 
tically every other letter is a per- 
sonal request from someone who 
remembers him from 10, 20 or 30 
years ago to sing one of the old 
favorites. Gradually, too, the young 
folks are taking him up. From his 
fan mail from the younger gen- 
eration, Burr predicts that we_are 
nearing the end

Vitamin A 
Is Esséntial 
To owen 


Logan Chadds M. D. 


| AM informed by one of my 


very learned readers, who occu- 

pies a teaching position in a 
great university, that I should pep 
up my remarks on the vitamins. 
To quote exactly, this authority 
says, “Nutrition is a living sub- 
ject, and should be treated that 
way.” 

I acknowledge the justice of the 
criticism and I apologize to the 
vitamins for my too genteel] treat- 
ment of them. But letters from 
my readers tell me that they are 
confused about the vitamins, and 
that the flippant discourses ef the 
domestic scientists have mixed 
them up. So I am going to disre- 
gard my learned friend’s advice 
and present a straightforward re- 
view of the vitamins in this and 
the next few articles, under the 
following headings: 

1. The numeration of the vita- 
mins. They have been multiply- 
ing so fast that even the best doc- 
tors can hardly keep up with what 
is Vitamin P and Vitamin V. In 
this numeration I will try to tell 
first what the average person 
wants to know~—what a specific 
vitamin does in the body, then 
what its chemical structure is, 
and then such practical questions 
as to whether it is destroyed by 
cooking or refrigeration. 

2. The diseases or bodily condi- 
tions that result from lack in the 
diet of one or the other vitamin. 

3. What signs on the body show 
vitamin deficiency. 

The vitamins which have been 
listed to date are A; Bl, B2, B3, 
B4, BS, B6; C; D; E: K; P; U: 
W; V. The nomenclature isn’t at 
all logical. Why should there be 
a break in continuity between E 
and K? The answer is that cus- 
tom decreed that the vitamins 
should be named alphabetically 
and ‘the latter workers feared that 
someone else would monopolize the 
low letters of the alphabet so they 
appropriated them first. 

Vitamin A was, as might be 
suspected, the first to be discov- 
ered. It is found in fatty food and 
is fat soluble. So is Vitdmin D 
and these are often found together. 
Vitamin D prevents rickets; it was 
at first supposed that Vitamin A 
prevented rickets. But it was aft- 
erwards shown that A is quite dif- 
ferent and separate from [D. Life 
could not be sustained if Vitamin 
A were not in the diet—it carries 
on growth, prevents infections 
and superintends things generally. 
It has a good deal to do with the 
nutrition of the eye. If the retina 
does not get enough Vitamin A, 
night blindness occurs, This is not 
very serious, but when it occurs 
it indicates that the diet does not 
contain enough vitamins generally.
